Doth the governor and Mrs. Sulzer, 
ore expected to take the stand he- j 
fore the defense closes. 
Mrs. Sulzer, it is said, w ill defend 
his alleged 
speculative transactions 
with 
testimony to show 
that they 
were conducted for her account. She 
is

to

the loan she is said to 
have 
eon 
tracted with the Carnegie Trust com­ 
pany and seek to prove that for the 
sole purpose of paying the loan the 
governor borrowed money from tho 
stock exchange firm of H arris & Fu l­ 
ler on securities owned by her and 
did not speculate with the firm. 
Attorney H arvey D. Hinm an 
w ill 
make tho address opening the gover­ 
nor's case. 
It wras chiefly because 
Mr. Hinman. who has conducted most 
of the cross-examination, had become 
exhausted that Judge D. Cady H er­ 
rick, chief counsel for the defense, 
asked that adjournment he taken till 
Monday. 
This request was denied by 
the court during an executive session.

Arkansas, written into the bill in the 
senate, and the less drastic adm inis­

House le a d e r Underwood and adopt­ 
ed by the house, w ill be thrown out 
by tilt* senate Democrats. 
A fter the caucus Senator Simmons 
said he was confident that the senate 
would complete its consideration of 
the tariff bill today. 
He said a mo­ 
tion would he made first to agree to 
the conference report and that then 
he would move to disagree to the U n ­ 
derwood cotton tax amendment and 
also to 
recede 
from 
the 
senate 
amendment. 


House M ay Drop Cotton Plan. 


W ith the bill thus disposed of by 
the senate, the house probably would 
agree to drop the cotton future tax 
provision for the present and send 
the tariff bill to the president. 
Senator Simmons expressed confi­ 
dence that there would be no deser­ 
tions from the Democrats who voted 
for the hill on its original passage in 
the senate. 
W h ile Senator Simmons expects to 
finish the bill today, the desire of 
Republican and Democratic senators 
to discuss the provisions of the con­ 
ference report may delay final action. 
The caucus battled loud and long 
over various provisions in

Houses were rocked and the entire 
population was aroused. 
Thousands tilled the streets and re­ 
mained there in fear of the collapse 
of their houses. 
The earthquake was the heaviest 
within 
memory. 
A second 
slighter 
shock occurred. 
“ The Gatun locks” was on every­ 
body’s lips, but it was impossible to 
learn whether any damage had been 
done there. 
The disturbance began with a slow 
oscillatory movement, which gradually 
became more marked. 
Houses swayed, clocks stopped and 
articles of furniture were thrown to 
the floor. 
Many of the residents be­ 
came panic stricken and women rush­ 
ed from their homes w ith children in 
their arms.

New York. Oct. 2.— A rain storm 
that almost reach»>d cloudburst pro­ 
portions descended on Now York, es- 
, iablishing a record precipitation that 
flooded streets, tied up the subway, 
hampered surface and elevated traffic 
in city and suburbs for several hours 
and 
caused 
property loss 
that can 
scarcely be estimated. 
Two persons were killed and several 
Injured. 
Four men were buried in a 
sewer cavein, hut were rescued. Light­ 
ning played above the city and struck 
an elevated train and several build­ 
ings, setting tires which the deluge 
extinguished. 
Incoming trains from 
, all directions were delayed, as cut» 
' and tunnel« resembled rivers within 
canyons. 
W ith in the city the traffic congea- 
| tion was such that the resources of 
the transit companies and the ability 
of the police to handle the crowd» 
were severely taxed. 
Brooklyn bridge 
saw the greatest traffic rush in it» 
history. 
There was little wind here, but along 
the New Jersey coast there was % 
gale blowing fifty miles an hour. Rain 
swelled the Passaic river nearly to its 
previous record high water mark and 
the streets of N ew ark were inundated. 
Low 
lying Jersey 
meadows became 
seemingly part of the river. 
In New York, the weather bureau, 
established in 1871, recorded a new 
figure in amount of rainfall for two 
hours, 
when 8.32 inches descended. 
W ithin 
approximately 
twelve 
hours 
4.86 inches fell. 
Thomas H. W alsh, a train dispatch­ 
er, bossing a pumping gang in ths 
subway, slipped and fell on the third 
rail and was killed. 
The other vio- 
tim during the storm was Patrolman 
Hugh Clarke of Jersey City, electro­ 
cuted at his street call box, which 
had become charged after wires be­ 
came crossed.
